island of Pooto, ong of the head-quarters of Buddh- 
ism in this part thes world, ‘abounding still with 
priests and covered with innumerable temples and 
idols, but bearing witness to the rapid decay 
of this superstition in the general aspect of 
ruin and desolation that pervades the place. The solid 
zranite pavements, however,are calculated to endure 
for ages. A good road of this kind extends nearly the 
whole length of the island, nearly three miles. The 
most extensive establishment we found towards the 
“astern side, covering a vast space of ground, and re- 
markable for acres of costly granite terracing of the 
oandsomest description, ds well as gateways, palaces, 
and temples spreading on all sides. It is said that no 
female whatever is permitted on the island, and we 
certainly saw none during our stay. The plantations 
ft oak and ash, and the heaps of autumnal leaves on the 
zrouad, gave an European look to thescene. The cam- 
bor tree grows very large, and is cut for timber.

GAMBLING AMONG THE CHINESE, 
(FROM THE OVERLAND CHINA CHRONICLE.) 

Gambling is one of the most pernicious and danger- 
ous practices by law allowed in the colony of Hong- 
kong. ‘This habit, above all others among the Chinese, 
requirds immediate remedy. It may be considered a 
harmless amusement, and no notice be taken of it, be- 
cause “ commonalty breeds indifference.” But we can 
assure all who think so that it is far otherwise. In 
any other British colony it is strongly prohibited; and 
the authorities in many of the British settlements use 
their utmost endeavours to suppress it entirely. By a 
glance at the Singapore police charge sheet, as published 
daily in the journals, it will be seen that at every ma- 
gisterial sitting there are one, two, and up to as many 


as six cases in which the parties—Chinese-—were disco- 
vered gambling in a verandah, or some out of the way 
place. It may be said that among the Chinese.crime 
is not so great in Hongkong as at the sister settlement, 
or that it does not appear so from the number of Cases 
brought befere the magistrate at Singapore. But al-
